Congress, 


The Democratic chiefs asked permission to 
stage a Jack.on Day dinner in Washington to 
help replenish the pa rty’s empty iofters. 
In recent years, with a cover charge of 
$100 a plate, this traditional affair has been 
an im portant fund raiser. 
As much as $100,000 
has been netted at one dinner. 
But last year, 
after nearly 1,000 tickets had been sold, Roose­ 
velt ordered the dinner cancelled as a gesture 
of political unity. 
Despite the urgent pleas of his political 
leaders, 
the president

thumbs 
dow n on a Jackson Day banquet this year.
